TIMELY SUCGESTIONS. 


Thingsto Do and Things Not to Do When 
the Snow Vanishes 


On the breakiig up of winter and the 
advent of the warmer weather of spring, 
and the yradnal approach of summer in the 
distance, there are many limited operations 
whieh the owners of smaller orchards and 
fruit gardens may perform to advantage. 
and which may be nseful even to those who 
possess a few scattered fruit trees on their 
limited grounds 

Among the first to remember is the 
peach tree, which from its peculiar growth 
needs some pruning every spring. Keep 
the twee in rounded or compact shape, 
and prevent the limbs from run 
ning ont inte long poles with 
merely atuft of leaves at the ends Cnt 
back the one year shoots one balf or nine 
tenths of their length If the work has 
been neylected two or tliree vears, limbs 
nearly an inch in diameter may be cnt off 
at a fork, so as to bring the tree within 
smaller compass. Thus treated, the trees 
eq Hive mach longer and bear better frait. 
Peach trees often overbear, injuring the 
trees and giving poor fruit. The easiest 
way to prevent it is to thin out every altere 
nate shoot which has a surplus of blossom 
bude The peach will bear a more heavy 
praning than most other trees, as it natur- 
Jly recovers soon from the operation 

(pple trees need much less praning, but 
seme may be done to advantage where 
there are crooked or eross limbs, or the 
tops are too thick or bushy. The heads 
should not be so dense as to exclude sun 
light from the leaves within and they 
should be snficiently open to admit of 
free spraying. Dwarf pears require more 
praning than sta idard pears. and enoengh 

hould be given them to cause new shoots 
Y foot long more or less, in connection 
wit) suSicient manuring. 
vibers the orehard caterpillar has ob 
tined an entrance, orchards may be time- 
Iv and easily protected from its ravages, 
hy clipping off the rings of their eggs 
near the ends of the sheots and burning 
them. Every ring thus destroved prevents 
a destructive nest of caterpillars, if done 
before the leaves open 

Ornamental trees, particnlarly evergreens, 
may sometimes be improved I Appearance 
by oceasional pruning, af only of a single 
limb, whenit hasassnmeda distorted form 
Others, on the other hand, are too stiff and 
formal. and amore natural and yraceful 
shape may be given by a slight alteration. 
The best time is just asthe buds are begin 
ning to swell. 

It sometimes happens as winter is about 
leaving us near the end of March, that a 
few inches of snow gives the mice a yood 
chance to attack the bark of young fruit 
trees. It is well to keep a watel:, and tread 
the snow about the trees to exclude these 
depredators, A neighbor lost a thousand 
fine young orchard trees by allowing some 
weeds and grass to grow among them, and 
by not treading a Mareh snow when mice 


were abundant. —Coantry Gentleman. 


Saving Manure. 


In arecent farmers’ institute in Hlinois 
Mr. W. W. Stevens said: Abolish the 
old-fashioned barnyard. Shelter all stock, 
aud bed both cattle and horses) Throw ont 
the mannre and bedding each day and re- 
place with straw or otuer litter.

The admission fee uf 50 cents will en- 
title the visitors to see and enter all the 
exposition buildings and inspect the ex- 
hibits placed therein. There are only 
two attractions idside the grounds which 
charge admission fee extra. They are 
the Esquimaux village and the Cliff 
dwellers of Colorado. 

There are about 1500 toilet rooms and 
closets which will be located at convenient 
points in the buildings and about the 
grounds, and they will be absolutely free. 
There will be nearly an eual number of 
lavatories and toilet rooms of a costly 
and hand-ome character as exhibits, for 
which the use of acharge of tive cents 
will be made. The Bureau of public 
cemfort will provide eommodious free 
waiting rooms, including spacivus par- 
lors for the ladies in various parts of the 
grounds. Now, we ask our readers what 
can be fairer than this. Everything that 
can be done to make the exposition a 
thing to be remembersd with pleasure 
has been done by the (ommussioners.and 
we wish to say justa word about hotel 
accommodation right here. 

Readers, there are dozens of hotels 
here where you can get a yuod, clean 
room for £1.00 per day, and frem that up 
to $3.00 per day. (Of course, those who 
can afford to make a deposit on a room in 
advance will be sure of gstting a good 
room-- more 80 than those who trusc to 
luck after they get here. Chicago has 
outdone herself in the matter of hotels. 
There is sure to be a surplus. Visitors 
need not fear any uneasiness in the way 
of accommodation next summer. 

The rvof of the Manufactures building 
will be c. nverted into a sort of promen- 
ade, from which an excellent bird's eye 
view of the grounds, the city and the lake 
may be had. Elevators will run from 
the north end of the main floor to the 
roof of the building. There a twelve- 
foot walk will be constructed so that 
those who make the trip may have a view 
of the entire inside of the building and 
also an opportunity to see the grounds 
and the other buildings.

Dominion have been satisfactorily ad- 
justed, while the nomination of the Prime 
Minister of Canada as one of the arbitra- 
tors affords a guarantee that interests of 
our sealers will be properly, though not un- 
duly, safe-guarded. The treaty of com- 
merce which has been negotiated with 
France on behalf of Canada has been 
laid before you, together with the corres- 
pondence which passed during the ne- 
gotiations, but owing to the late period 
of the session at which the treaty was re- 
ceived, and the pendency of communica- 
tion as to its bearing in respect. of most 
favored nation treatment, and the inter- 
pretation of certain of its clauses, my 
Government bas thought it advisable to 
postpone forthe present its ratification 
by Parliament. I thank you for the 
ample provision you have made to pro- 
tect the conntry from the possible intro- 
duction of cholera, and I trust that the 
precautions taken will result in guarding 
against any danger from that source. 
The liberal provisions made for the pro- 
er representation of Canrda at_ the 
Word's Columbian Fair will, I doubt 
not. enable this country to make a 
worthy exhibit of her resources and pro- 
gress among the nations of the world. 
The various acts which you have placed

Toronto Empire: Mr. Thomas R. Long- 
head, who, with his family, moved from 
a farm in the neighborhood of Meaford 
to South Dakota five vears ago, passed 
through Toronto vesterday en reue to 
Edmonton, where he has purchased a 


farm and intends remaining for the rest) 


of his days. Sneaking to the Euipire 
yesterday afternoon, be said: “I was in- 
duced some five years ago to leave a -fair- 
ly good farm of 160 acres in Ontario, 
which i sold ata sacrifice, and yo and 
settle in Dakota. I went beeause I be- 
lieved the reports which had been made 


| about the farmer's prospects in that coun- 


ty. Twas doing very well in Canada, 
but wished to improve my position, like 
many others who went west at the same 
time. Tam sorry I did not know as 
much then as I do now. My experience 
has just cost mea good farm in Canada, 
worth probably $6.000, a farm in Dakota 
for which I paid $4,000 and made im- 
provements wor h $2,000, tive years of 
hard labor and the opportunities 1 have 
lost. These are some of the things I 
squandered while trying to carve out a 
fuiure for uvself and family in the 

sited States. IT wish the American rail- 
way land agent who some years ago drew 
a glowing picture of Dakota to me, and 
with them induced me to leave Canada, 
would go with meto that God-foraken 
region to-day? 1 would show him miles 
and miles of abandoned land, farm after 
farin with first-class buildings upon them 
and improvements costing in the agere- 
gate hundreds of thousands of dollars, all 
left to the mortgagees, who have ground 
money from their victims in such aman- 
ner as would make a man’s blood ran 
cold. Three weeks before I left: there 
were at least 200 people within a radius 
of two miles about me The saturday 
I left there was not a living soul within 
The farm- 
ers are flocking out of the country in 


| thousands. Many are coming to the Can- 
/adian Northwest, but not nearly as many: 


as would but fora report which Yankee 
agents have spread that there isa quaran- 
tine on settlers’ cattle comings into 
Canada. I don’t know whether this is 
true or not. | so'd what stock IT had last 
fall. If it is true, then the Canadian pov- 
ernment is making one of the greatest 
mistakes it ever made. Thousands of 
American farmers who own land along 
the northwestern border are anxious to 
get into our Northwest. IT can’t explain 
iow it is that people, like cattle, are 
liable to stampede, and when they start 
just like the cattle, they all follow the 
leader. Now the great bulk of these far 
stamipeded; their 
into the Northwest 
and they are ready to follow. They are 
not like ordinary immigrant settlers, who 
arrive here without a dollar and whe, in 
many cases, are a burden to the country ; 
they have stock, implements and, be-t of 
all, experience ino how to farm in this 
country. Net 10 per cent. of these peo 
ple will come to Canada if their stock 
are quarantined.

HOW TO MAKE ONE ACRE PAY A HAND- 
SOME PROFIT. 


What a Little Outlay of Time, Muscle, 
Money and Soil Will Do—Strawberries, 
Raspberries, Currants, Gooseberries, 


Blackberries and Grapes Galore, 


So easily may one provide for an abun- 
dant supply of small fruits, that it is to be 


wondered at that there are still so many 


who willingly deny themselves and their 
families of a healthful inxury for the want 
of a little—very little—outlay of time, mus- 
cle, money and soil. 

One acre, if judiciously planted to a well 
selected stock of strawberries, currants, 
gooseberries, raspberries, blackberries and 
grapes, will usually supply an ordinary 
family and furnish enough surplus to bring 
on the market sufficient returns to repay 
all expenses the second year. 

In case no orchard bas been planted on 
the place, the small fraits may be placed 
on the same acre of ground, and to no dis- 
advantage to either small fruits or trees, if 
properly fed with domestic fertilizers. 

In the first place, select a suitable tract, 
say ten rods wide and sixteen rods long, 
well drained, either naturally orartificially, 
and cover with manure in the fall or early 
winter, spreading ++ In the spring,
